it, is offered 
as a 
means of saving both time and en er­ 
gy. as * ell ,'lr utilizing valuable food 
material which might otherw ise be 
wasted or fed to animal, old enough 
to eat other food (w hich might be 
given 
them 
instead ) 
Considering 
the high prices for meat, there is a l­ 
so a considejable saving to the house­ 
wife in dollars and cent-', as well aa 
the opportunity where cows are kept. 
to sell the skim milk, or make and 
sell the cheese, thus Increasing the 
income materially. 


It 
is hoped that 
throughout the 
country, in both farm and city homes 
cottage cheese will be used as a part 
of the menu a1- often aa possible. The 
problem to be solved Is to stim ulate 
the desire and demand for it. and 
to arrange for the supply, 
it Is ev i­ 
dent, that, realizing Hie interdepend­ 
ence existing between city and coun­ 
try. in the matter of food supplies, 
that demand and supply must meet.
